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SIXTY-FIRST CONGRESS MEETS

Speaker Calls the House to Order and Is Ap-

plauded by Friends

and Enemies Alike.

Vice-President Sherman Presides Over the Senate—Nu.
merous Bills Designed to Carry Out President Taft’s
Policies Are Introducd in Both Houses.

Washington, Deec. 6.—The Sixty-
first congress of the United States
met at noon today for the first day
of its first regular sesslon, with Vice-
President Sherman in the chair of the
sepate, and Speaker Joseph G. Can-
non in the chalr In the House., While
this congreasional gathering is the
firsl regular session, it Is the gecond
segsfon In reality, for congress met in
extraordinary segsion last spring at
the call of President Taft to consider
the matter of a revision of the tarif.

HSome interest was lacking in the
proceedings of the first day In the
capitol because at the beginning of
the extrmordinary session In March
Iast the speaker of the House was
elacted. Moreover, before the extra-
ordinary session was ended, Speaker
Cannon appointed all the committees
which are to take legislation under
considerntion for the next two win-
ters. The appointment of the commit.
tees endeéd the campalgn on the part
of the members for cholce chalrman.
ahips and, If the chalrmanships were
not fortheoming, for seats in the more
fmportant subsldlary bodles of the
Hous.

Ready for Work at Once.

The members have had time to get
over jealousies and rivalries and so
is that, so far ags committee work is con:
concerned, the House not only s
ready to proceed at once to consider
leglslation, but most of the membera
have brought themselves into a frame
of mind to do what they are called
fnmn to do without regard to their

feelinga of disappoinment and
perhaps, anger,

Aeg Is always the case on the open-
ing day of congress, admission to the
House and Senate gallerles was by
card and only those fortunate enough
to know senators and representatives
sufficlently well to secure admission
tickets were allowed to witness the
proceedings.

Galleriea Are Crowded.

The galleries of both House and
Senate were jammed with people. All
classes of Washiogton soclety were
represented In the throng of visitors,
The diplomatic gallery in the House
and in the Senate as well, was filled
to its fullest capacity with ambassa.
dors, ministers, attaches and the la-
dies of the different legations. Mem-
Lers of the familles of the president
and of the vice-president.of the United
States occupled seats in the executive
galleries; and the cabinet and judlel:
ary and army and navy circles were
well represented.

By a rule which was adopted not
long ago, flowera are barred from the
floor of the House excepting when
they are to be used as a tribute to the
memory of some deceased member,
The result of this rule Is that now on
he opening days of congress the

both House and Senale were turned
into conservatories for the time of the
opening proceedings.

At sharp noon Speaker Cannon
called the House to order and asked
the ohaplain, Rev. Henry N. Couden,
to offer prayer, In his prayer which
wasd in A sense n Thanksgiving offer-
ering, the chaplain referred to the
prosperity of the country, the oppor
tunities of the present and the bright
hopes and promises of the future.

Absentecs Are Few.

As soon ns the prayer was ended
the olerk of the House called the roll
of membership by states and it was
found that there were only a few ab.
gentees, 'The roll eall ended the read-
ing olerk of the Senate who had ap-
penred in the House was recognized,
and he announced that the Upper
House had passed a resolution to in.
form the House of Representativos
that a gquorum of the Benate being ns-
gombled, that body was ready (o pro-
ceed Lo businpss, The House also
wiis told that the Senate had appoint-
ed a committee to joln a House com.
mittee to Inform the president of the
United States that a quorum of each
house was present and thal congross
wns roady to recelve any communion-
tlon that he “may bo plessed w
mako.” On receipt of thls mesdage

from the Senate, Speanker Cannon ap-
pointed a committee to join a Hke
committee of the Senate to walt upon
the president. The members of the
body directed to notify Mr. Taft that
the House was in seasion were by the
appointment of the speaker, the Re-
publican leader, Sereno E. Payne, and
the Democratic leader, Champ Clark.

The firat day In the House as usual
brought out hundreds of legislative
measures in bill form, all of which
were réad by their title only and then
referred to the proper committees, It
was evident from the tone of the bills
Introduced that some scoreas of rep-
resentatives were anxlous to father
measures which had been recommend-
ed by Presldent Taft as being neces-
sary to carry out proposed pollcles
of progresslon. The bills ranged from
those intended to correct alleged ex-
isting evlla in interstate commerce to
those to give Inereases of pensions to
veterans of the clvil war.

Applause Greets Speaker Cannon.

If Speaker Cannon anticipates any
particular trouble with the “insur-
gents”™ of the House at the coming ses-

slon, he gave no evidence of it when
ha took the chair as presiding officer.
He was greeted with great applause
from the galleries and from the floor
of the House, many of the Democrats
and insurgents jolning In the demon-
stration, though in either case pos-
sibly the hand-clapping wns given as
an evidence of regard for the office
of speaker, rather than as evidence of
any overweaning affection for the
speaker himself,

With the committees ready to begin
work, the House will settle down to
its winter's business at once, No bills
will be passed Immediately because
all measures must be considered in
committee, and the meetings of the
committees will be held dally from
now until the Christmas holidays and
some of the more {mportant House
bodles will sit durlng the recess.
When copgress reassembles in Janu-
ary many of the committees will be
ready to report bills, and the debates
of the winter will begin,

Opening of the Senate,

Vice-President Sherman ecalled the
Senate to order at noon. Rev. Ed-
ward Everett Hale, the chaplain of
the Senate, having dled during the
summer recess, his place as chaplain,
temporarily, was taken by a local
clergyman who offered prayer. In the
Senate the roll was called and it was
found that nearly all the senators
were in their seats. The resolutions
were adopled to the effect that com-
mittees be appointed to inform the
House and the president that the Sen-
ate had nssembled and was ready to
begin the business of the session, As
was the case in the House many bills
were introduced for consideration dur-
ing the winter by senators who, like
the representatives, desire to have a
hand in forwarding adminlstration pol-
Icies.

After n comparatively short session
“in the open,’ the galleries were
clenred and the Senate went into ex-
eoutive session behind closed doors
for the purpose of consldering nomin-
ations for office sent to the Upper
House by President Taft.

Testas of Diamonds.

Most persons sre obliged, in the
purchase of a diamond, to rely lm-
plicitly upon the word of the man who
sells the stone, While many years of
observation and experience ure needed
to become an  expert with respect
to the value and purity of diamonds,
yet there are ocertaln extremely sim-
ple tests eapable of belng made by the
most inexperienced.

One s by means of a needle hole
pricked through a plece of ordinary
cardbonrd. Looking through the stone
tested at the cardboard, one will see
two holes If the diamond be spurious
—only one If the gem be genuiue, The
renson for this is that an imitation
diamond will give a double refraction,
the real stone but one refraction,

It ia colaimed that there i8 no acid
having any perceptible effect upon n
genulne diamond. Hydrofluorie acld
will, if dropped upon a stone made of
glass, corrode it, but upon the bona
fide stone it will have no effect at all
—Harper's Weelly,

USE ELECTRICITY ON FARM

Minois Woman Gives Interesting Ac
count of Numerous Uses to Which
She Puts the Little Motor.

1 shall endeavor to explain
uge olectricity, which makes my work
easy and farm lfe a pleasure, and
how my husband 8 using a gisoling
engine with great results, writegs Mrs,
W. K. Holben in Orange Judd Farmer.
While he Is dolng work elgsewhera he
can have his engine pumping water
and charging n storage battery. He
shells his corn and s in a position to
haul at any time. He doesg not have
to walt for some one to come into the
neighborhood with a sheller and then
take his turn. He grinds his own
corn, therefore has the choice of feed-
ing in the ear or ground.

At husking time hig corn {s elevated
into the eribs, again saving labor and
time for all concerned. At threshing
time he elevates the small grain into
bins which are overhead. Belng bullt
thig way, he has not only economized
in space, but agaln made a hard task
easy, for when dellvering to market
he drives under a chute and in a very
short time Is londed and i1s well on
his way to town,

He has other things which he rune
with the engine, a dynamo being one.
With it he charges his storage bat-
tery, from which we get our current
for our lights, about 1560 in all. We
have them in the house, tenant house,
barn, cribs, ete. It Is a great con-
venience to have lights all over the
house or barn with merely the turn
of a switch. Think of unloading corn
by electric lights, instead of the dim
old lantern. Old Jersey's corn looks
bigger and lasts better than In olden
time, and she never has to be pun-
Ished for kicking the light over,

The storage battery, when given a
full charge, will last a week on an
average. My husband being his own
machinist and electriclan, we czn do
this at a very moderate cost. I have
a. motor for my sewing machine,
which I8 indeed fine., It works per-
fectly and is very easlly operated. 1
press on the pedal and this turns on
the current, runs the machine as long
as desired. I release the pressure and
it stops at once, By a clever little ar-
rangement which Mr. Holben studiéd
out and put into use, the current is
also hroken when the foot is released.
Speed is regulated by more or less
pressure with the foot.

Penitentiary Statistice.

Rev. Frank Richards, chaplain of
the state prison at Columbus, 0., has
tabulated some Interesting statistics
conicerning the inmates of that prison.
The Ohio penitentiary was established
fn 1815, and since that time it has re-
celved 39,384 prisoners. It now has
1,610 male convicls and 68 females, of
whom 222 are under sentence for life.
The average sentence of each con-
vict, not counting the “lifers,” is two
years, one month, 256 days and a frac-
tion. The estimated aggregated num-
ber of years which the *lifers" will
have to serve is 2,220, and the aggre-
gate number of years of service of
other prisoners s 3,618 years, making
o total of 5,838,

Fossil Teeth,

A Washington naturalist has made
a singular collection of fossil teeth
from drug shops in various parts of
China, where they are sold under the
name of “dragon’s teeth,” and are
valued for their supposed curative
powers. Upon examining them, it
was found that they were the remains
of many specles of extinet animals,
such as the ancestral forms of camels,
sabre-topthed tigers, three-toed horses
and other creatures,
